New county ordinance 
to govern junk dealers 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) - 
The county sheriff's department 
received the green light from 
the county Board of Supervisors 
Monday, Aug. 22, for an ordi- 
nance which would tighten con- 
trol of sales to junk dealers 
and second hand stores by 
private indivduals. The or- 
dinance proposed by the 
sheriff’s department will re- 
quire firms dealing in second 
hand merchandise to be licensed 
and to make dally, descriptive 
reports to the sheriff’s office 
of all merchandise purchased 
from individuals or firms, 

A public hearing will be held 
by supervisors on Sept. 19. The 
ordinance was proposed by 
Sheriff's detective Fred R, 
Smith, in charge of the pawn 
Shop and junk detail. He told 
supervisors that present re- 
gulations of junk dealers and 
second hand stores were not 
stiff enough. 

He proposed, and the super- 
visors approved his suggestion, 
than an ordinance be passed 
requiring dealers tn second 
hand goods and junk to be 
licensed at an initial cost of 
;$200 with a charge of $150 
‘annually thereafter.

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‘Weekend warriors’ on constant alert

Weekend warriors is a term 
applied to men who serve their 
country in one of the military 
service’s reserve units or Ina 
state National Guard unit. 

One of the largest an dt 
of these units in the We 

area ts the 163rd Fighter 
of the Califo ule Air Nat 
Guard, based at Ontaric 
national airport. 

The 163rd ts mposed af 
approximately 800 men from 
such local communities as Up. 
land, Montclair, Cucamonga, 
Ontario, etc., and as far away 
as San Diego and Palm Springs. 

About 200 of these men are 
fulltime air technicians, em. 
ployed by the state to keep the 
base maintained continuously. 
The rest are the weekend war- 


r 









riors; men who devote one 
weekend each month to their 
military obligation and 15 days 
of fleld training each year. 

Although nly a parte 
time force, the presence of this 


unit takes a considerable load 
off the regular Air Force for 
defense. The 163rd was recent- 
ly returned to five-minute Air 
Defense Command(ADC )sta- 
tus. This means that from the 
time a warning of enemy at- 
tack is given, it takes only five 
minutes to have our jets in the 
air. 

The group is on a 24-hour 
alert, maintaining a minimum 
number of fighter aircraft on 
instant readiness and manned 
by standby aircrews and sup- 
port personnel. the 163rd’s 
primary mission is the air de- 
fense of Southern California, 
shared with active duty units of 
the U.S, Air Force 

Local men who serve in the 
Air National Guard find a vari- 
ety of duties at the base, from 
mechanics, to pilots todoctors, 
The 163rd unit consists of: The 
163rd Group Headquarters, the 
169th Fighter Interceptor Squa- 
dron, the 163rd Supply Squad- 
ron, the 163rd Consolidated 
Aircraft maintenance Squadron, 
the 163rd Combat Support 
Squadron and the 163rd USAF 
Dispensary. The 196th Weather 
Flight unit is attached to the 
163rd. 

At the Ontario base the 163rd 
has 22 F-102’s and 40 qualified 
pilots. Most of the pilots have 
been trained by the Air Force 
and the majority fly for com- 
mercial airlines in their off 
duty hours. These pilots must 
meet the same regulations and 
standards as those in theactive 
units of the Air Force. 

In addition to going on ADC 
status, the California Air Na- 
tional Guard Unit has also adop- 
ted a ‘‘Texas Plan’’ for the 15 
days of active duty required of 
guardsmen each year. 

In the past the entire unit was 
required to spend the 15 days of 
training, but under the new 
plan individual men are allowed 
to complete their training se- 


parately and anytime during 
the year. 
This idea was inaugurated 


to ease the problems of the 
guardsman who has the res- 
ponsibility of a civilian job and 
family obligations. 

The advantage of joining the 
Air National Guard is obvious, 
For the man who lives in Up- 
land or another nearby city it 
takes care of his six-year mili- 
tary obligation without remov- 
ing him from his family or 
civilian job. 

The Air National Guard is 
growing in popularity. There 
were 27 slots available in the 
163rd for the second half of 
1966, according to Roger Skin- 
ner, Information Officer, but 
there were 400 applicants.

a tire 
(bicycle) I got to thinking about 


the good old days, 
decided we are all sp« 
rotten. 

Not that I don’t enjoy being 
a little spoiled. Or a lot. My 
wife spoils me something 
terrible. 

But my hands on that tire 
pump reminded me of the days 
when we pumped up car tires 
out along the road, which wasn’t 
paved.

Dad drove one truck, and a 
man named Claude Moore drove 
the other. Mom, my older sister 
and baby brother road in the 
Nash-Quad with Dad.

Both trucks made it all in one 
day, over Hancock Mountain, 
too. 


It was quite a trip. Gravel 
flipping out from under the tires 
all the way. Up Hancock 
Mountain in low gear. 


Few times we had to pull 
out, or cars did, so we could 
pass. 

At lunch time we had trouble 
finding a cafe. Finally found one, 
what used to be the front porch 
of a farm house, with real home 
cooking.

State Sen. Eugene Nisbet Reports: 





More about smog 
and its rising cost 


California ts recognized as 
a national leader in combating 
the problems of air and water 
pollution, thanks to legislation 
enacted in recent years to re- 
duce the fouling of our land 
air environment. This its not to 
say that everything possible 
has already been done, but Cali- 
fornia has managed to recognize 
its pollution problems at an 
early stage and to act on them 
vigorously before matters get 
completely out of hand, as in 
some eastern and midwestern 
states. 

A national business maga- 
zine recently called attention 
to this California leadership 
in a discussion of how various 
states and cities are seeking 
new ways to clean up their air, 
water and land before the grow - 
ing waste disposal problem 
overwhelms us all. The article 
especially dwells on what we 
have done to cut air pollutton 
resulting from motor vehicle 
fumes. 


Although I recognize that 
there still are strong differ- 
ences of opinion over how ef- 
fective vehicle smog control 
devices are, I belleve that they 
are getting better and will con- 
tinue to do so as the automo- 
bile manufacturers carry on 
further research. A California 
law which made vehicle fume 
control devices mandatory has 
become the model for national 
regulations taking effect late in 
1967, 


A spokesman for the Cali- 
fornia Motor Vehicle Pollution 
Control Board was quoted by the 
business magazine to the effect 
that the American people must 
realize they will have to pay as 
much for air pollution controls 
on their cars as they now pay 
for such extras as two-tone 
paint or padded upholstery. 
When you carry this truth a few 
steps farther, it means that the 
taxpayers, consumers, indus- 
trial firms -- everybody, really 
-- will have to assume a share 
of the cost in fighting air pol- 
lution, 


Although vehicles do create 
much of this situation, there 
are many other causes, each 
of which needs to be studied 
and controlled, These include 
smoke from industrial plants, 
backyard incinerators, burning 
dumps, dust from many types 
of disturbances, and chemicals 
used in house paint -- to name 
just a few. All contribute by 
reacting with moisture and na- 
tural elements in the air to 
cause smog. 


New York this year passed av 
law requiring installation af 
improved municipal and apart- 
ment house incinerators to cut 
the amount of smoke and chemi- 
cals going into the air. Better 
devices are being installed on 
industrial chimneys in many 
areas to prevent the escape of 
irritating fumes from that 
source, 


It can be done and it must be 
done, in California and through- 
out the United States, It takes 
research, time, patience, de- 
termination -- and above all, 
money, Dut tn our increasingly 
urbanized society, air pollution 
from whatever source within 
man’s ability to control must be 
reduced drastically tf ‘‘the good 
life’ is to be worth living. 


The Legislature can be proud 
of its accomplishments to date 
in helping to keen California’s 
air clean. But as more evidence 
comes in to pinpoint sources of 
pollution and as ways are found 
to deal with the complex prod- 


lem, all signs point to the need 
for further large-scale effort by 
California lawmakers, both 
State and local, to enact pro- 
tective legislation. Our whole 
economy and way of life even- 
tually may depend on how suc- 
cessful and far-sighted we are.
